Wiliam Drake, Bar. of Aſþ in Devon, where his Grace 
was born in the Time of the Civil Wars, when his Fa- 
ther was a great Sufferer in his Fortune, for adhering ro 
the King. Nevertheleſs, he gave his Son a liberal and

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Clergy-man, who grounded him in the Doctrines of the 
Church of England. .

In 1679, he attended the Duke into Flanders, and next 
Year to Scotland; where his Royal Highneſs honoured him 
with ſeveral important Truſts. He made a ſecond Voyage 
with him ſoon after ro Scotland ; in which, Both narrowly 
—_ being caſt away. He was then very Inſtrumental 
in ſaving his Maſter's Life, and 'afterwards in prevent- 
ing the Ruin of many Families, who were ſeverely 


perſecuted by che Epiſcopalians, for Scruples of Con-

At bis return, King Charles created him Baron of Ay- 
mouth, in that Kingdom: And King James upon his Ac- 
ceſſion to the Crown, continued him Gentleman of the 
Bed-Chatnber, and made him Colonel of the third Troop 
of Guards, Baron of Sandridge, in Herefordſhire , and 
Brigadier General of his Army in the Veſt, whither he 
was the firſt chat was diſpatched with the Troops, to 
make Head againſt the Duke of Monmouth; and where, 
by fitting up one Night, when Monmouth came to ſurprize 
the King's Troops, moſt of the Commanding: Officers be- 
avg in their Beds, he kept rhe Enemy in Play till the 


King's 
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King's Troops had formed chemſelves; 5 and thereby ſav 
the whole Army. 

In 1688, his Lordſhip was fear for to , the Queen' s pred 
tended Labour, on the loth of June; but he had receiv= 
ed ſome Intimations of what was to be tranſacted, and 
therefore kept out of the way. At the Glorious Revoly- | 
tion which then enſued, his Lordſhip , after vati- 
ous Conflicts in his Breaſt, between his Duty to 
His Majeſty (from whom he might have expected ſtill 
greater Honours by ſid ing with the Court Party) and 
his Love to his Country, the latter prevailed, ſo that 
after adviſing with Dr. Turner, then Biſhop of BH, 
and other eminenr Divines, .he ſer his Hand with the reſt 
of the Nobility and Gentry, to an Invitation of the Prince 
of Orange. When the Prince landed, the Earl of 'Fever- 
ſham ſufſpecting his Lordſhip, would have had rhe King 
ſecure him, but his Majeſty had no Heart to do it; and 
next Day his Lordſhip having the Command of à Brigade 
of 5000*' Men, went over with many of the Nobility 
to the Prince at Sherburn, after having left 2 Dutiful Ler- 
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ter for the King, declaring that nothing had or could 'inflas 


ence him to deſert his Majeſly, but the DiQates of his Conſei- 
ence and his Zeal for his Religion, which no good Man can 
Oppoſe. Much about the ſame time the Lady Marlborough 
accompanied the Princeſs of - Denmark, when The rerired 
to Nottingham with the Biſhop of London. 
The Prince of Orange made his Lordſhip a Lieutenant 
General, and ſent him to London, to re-afſemble his 
Troop of Guards, and to adviſe the King then ar Mhite- 
hall, to retire to ſome more convenient Place, till Matters 
were ſettled, and the People ſatisſied. After the Kiny 
went to France, we find his Lordſhip in the Liſt of tho 
who Voted that King Fames had Abdicated, And that che | 
Throne was Vacant. 
Eis Lordſhip was in the firſt Lift of Kit William's 
Privy Council, who in 1689, made him Gentleman of his 
Bed. Chamber, and Earl of Marlborough, and ſeit him ro 
Flanders, where he Commanded the Engliſn Forces, and 
was at the Battle of Mulcourt, on hen 157 of Auguſt, 
when” he gave ſuch Relief to the Colonel tha guarded 
f th e mais Paſs, and ſuch 2 Checlt to che French, by the 
continual Fire he made upon them in Flank; a ſaved 
our es when unn to have puſhed it. 
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In 1690, his Lordſhip was made General of the Forces 
ſent from Portſmouth, for Ireland; where he made the ſtrong 
Garriſons of Cork, and Kznſale Priſoners; the former on 
September 28, and the latter on October 16. And bere, 
let it be obſerved among many other Inſtances of his 

Lordſhip's Wiſe and Happy Conduct, That when the 
Duke of Wirtemberg, who Commanded the Danes, would 
not take Orders from him, becauſe he was a Pripce as 
well as Lieutenant General, the Duke conſented to Share 
the Command with him alternately, rather than re- 
tard the Operations of the Campaign; and agreed that 
the Word ſhould be Wirtemberg one Day, and Marlborough

£ In 1691, his Lordſhip made the Campaign under King 
FViliam in the Netherlands, and was nominated to ſerve 
under his Majeſty in the next; but at the beginning of 
that Year, every body was ſurprized to fee him forbad 
the Court, and diſmiſſed from all his Empioyments ; vsz, 
Colonel of the Third Troop of Life Guards, Lieutenant 
General of the Infantry, Colonel of a Regiment of Fuſi- 
liers, and Gentleman of his Majeſty's Bed-Chamber. 
When he retired, which was with the calmneſs of che Old 
Roman Dictator, he wiſhed to be ſucceeded by a better 
Servant; and one more concerned for his Majeſty's 
Honour. It was ſaid that all the Reſentment was for 
the Liberty he had taken to tell the King, Thar though 
himſelf had no reaſon to complain, yet many of bis Good 
Subjects were ſorry to ſee his Royal Munificence confined to 
One or Two Foreign Lordi. Be this as it will, his Lord- 
ſhip loved his Country too well ro be Male-content with 
bis King, elſe he had nor been excepred by Name our of 
rhe General Pardon which King Fames ſent over this 
Year when he was coming to invade us. 
Several great Men who were the trueſt Patriots about 
the King, repreſenting to his Majeſty that it was pity ſo 
able a Man ſhould be laid by as uſeleſs and forgotten, 
my Lord was brought again to the King's nearer Conver- 
ſation, and Conſtituted Goyernour of the Duke of Glou- 
ceſter, in 1628, preferably to many Competitors of the 
Higheſt Rank, ſworn of the Privy Council a ſecond 
Time; and was one of the Lords Juftices of England

It was on the 2d of Auguſt following, that his Grace, 
in Concert with Prince Eugene, gave the Enemy that 
killing Blow at Hochſtet, near Blenheim, in which it was 
obſerved, that the Duke was reſolved either to conquer or 
periſh, becauſe a little before the Battle he devoted him- 
ſelf to God in Preſence of his Chaplain, and received the 
Sacramenr'; and ir will ever be remembred to his Gtace's 
Honour, what he ſaid at the Concluſion of the Battle, vix. 
That he believed he had prayed more that Day than all the 
Chaplains of the Army. For this Action, glorious in its 
Succeſs, (the French having loſt near 4cooo killed and ta- 
ken Priſoners, among whom were a great many Officers 
of Note, beſides all their Cannon, Enſigns, and Stan- 
dards) and much more glorious in its Conſequences, which 
were the Reduction of all Bavaria, and the Places that the 


Elector had taken from the Emperor: For this Action, 1 


ſay, his Grace received congratulatory Letters from moſt 
of the Potentates of Europe, and in particular from the 
States General, and the Emperor, who wrote his Him- 
ſelf, and directed it to him as Prince of Minaleheim in 
Swabia, which Title the Emperour intreated his Royal 
Miſtreſs Queen Anne to command him to accept, and 
which, till her Majeſty gave Orders accordingly, he mo- 
deſtly declined. The Emperor alſo cauſed a Pillar to be 
erected at Blenbeim, with a Latin Inſcription to perpetu- 
ate the Memory of this moſt glorious Victory, which con- 
cludes with aſcribing the Preſervation of the Empire from 
French Slavery, to the Conduct of the Engliſh 70 HN 
Duke of MAR L BO RO UGH.

About chis Time, his Grace hs the Honour of the

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Hague, to concert Meaſurers for improving it, and ended 
the Glorious Campaign with the Conqueſt of Menin, Den- 
germond, and Aeth. After this, the Elector of Bavaria ſent 
the Duke a Letter with a Propoſal of Conferences for a 
Peace, which his Grace communicated to the Confederate 
Miniſters ; and after having engaged them to prevail with 
their Maſters ro augment their Forces next Campaign; he 
returned to England ; where he received the Thanks of 
the Houſe of Commons a Fourth Time, For his eminent 
Services to the Queen and her Kingdom, in abe great and glo- 


rious Victories and Succeſſes obtained over the Enemy in the 


preceding Summer; and Earl Cowper, then Lord Keeper, 
complimented him in a moſt Elegant Harangue, on the 
Parr of the Houle of Lords. The Parliament was pleaſed 
moreover to perpetuate his Memory by an Act, confirming 
his Titles and Honours, and continuing them to his Po- 
ſterity for ever, together with the Penſion of 35000 l. 
out of rhe Poſt- Office; for which his Grace handſomly 
expreſſed his Acknowldgments in a Ser Speech, © 

This Year the Duke went to another Entertainment in 


the City of London ; ro which he was invited by the 


Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens, Sir Nobert Bedin 
field being Lord. Mayor, and Sir William Benſon, and & 
Ambroſe Crowley, Sheriffs. Ar the ſame time, numerous 
Addreſſes came to the Throne from the ſeveral Counties 
and Corporations of the Kingdom, admiring and applau- 
ding the Valour and Conduct of the General by whom 
ſuch a Victory had been gained and proſecuted with fe 
much Glory and Advantage. 8 
In 1707, the Duke went with Full Powers from the 
Queen and the States- General to ſeveral Courts, to concert 
Meaſures for reinforcing the Army, and to prevent the 
threatned Invaſion of S«xony by the Swedes. When he 
waited on the King of Sweden at Alt-Ranſtad, with the 
Queen's Letter, he ſaid, He wiſhed to ſerve ſome Campaigns 
under ſo great a General as his Majeſty, that he might learm 
what he yet wanted in the Art of War. His Grace had three 
Audiences of that King, dined with him in Publick, had 
an Interview with the Kings Auguſtus and Staniſlaus, and 


from thence went to the Courts of Pruſſia and Hanover, 
and to Franefort, where he provided for an Offenſive War 


in Flanders, and for putting the Forces on the Rhine,

In 1708, he mer Prince Eugene at the Hague, and after g 
conferring together with the States, proceeded with him « 
to Hanover, where he had Audience of the Elector, his 
preſent Majeſty, and returned ro the Hague, Frum thence 
his Grace ſer out for the Army, which having marched 
all Night, and prevented the French from beſieging Aude- | 
#ard, it brought on that Glorious Victory which the Duke 8 
obtained over the Enemy near that Place, on the 11h of ] 
July, wherein they left above 4000 dead on the Spot, | 
carried off about 5000 wounded, and loſt above 8o00c c 
Priſoners, among whom were ſeveral Officers of Grear 4 
Note. But the Dukes of Burgundy and Berry, and the f 
Pretender, who had been in the Camp, only ſaw the y 
Fight from a Church-Steeple, and fhamefully ran away . 
to carry the News to the French Court, while the 3 , 
ral Prince of Hanover, now his Roval Highneſs the , 
Prince of Wales, did Wonders as a Voluntier among : 
his Father's Troops, under his Grace's Command. Nexr, 
his Grace took Liſle, after a very obſtinate Defence 3 
relieved Bruſſels then beſieged by the Elector of Bavaria ; 
and rerook Ghent and Bruges, which the Enemy had ſeized 
by Treachery.— The Houſe of Commons were ſo impatient 
to return him Thanks that they did nor ſtay for his Ar- 
rival, but ſent their Speaker to Thank him at Bruſſels; 
and when he came Home and rook his Place in the Houſe 
of Lords, the Lord-Chancellor Cowper, in their Name, 
complimented him by another Eloquent Harangue. _ 
In 1709, his Grace went ro Holland, from whence h 
made two Voyages ro England in-the Spring, ro commu- 
nicate to the Court what had paſſed at the Hague, rela- 
ting to the Overtures of Peace made by the Miniſters of 
France, and to the Conferences managed by himſelf and 
Lord Townſhend with Prince Eugene and the States - Gene- 
ral. The ſame Year he was made one of the Privy- 
Council, Ambaſſadour Extraordinary, and Firſt Plenipo- 
tentiary at the Treaty of Peace in Holland, which break- 
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ing off wirhour Effect, he haſtened to the Field, where ha- 


ving ſeiz d St. Amand, and Mortaigne on the Scheld, he 


took Tournay on the 3d of September, and on the 11th 
routed the French near Mons with grear Slaughter, in which 


they loſt 54 Officers of Note killed upon the Spot, and 


1068 wounded, among whom were Marſhal Villars, and 
others of the Firſt Quality, beſides 15000 private Men 
killed and wounded, 16 Cannon, 20 Colours, 26 Stan- 
dards, and 301 Officers Priſoners. The Duke rode once 
all along the Line between both Armies, while ſeveral 
Men were killed in his Preſence by the Enemy's Cannon. 


This Victory, which was followed by the Reduction of 


Mons, and all Hainault, was rermed a Compleat one by the 


States General, in their Letter to the Duke; and rhe 


French fought ſo well, that ic was ſaid they had terrieved 
their Nation's Honour in this Action: Therefore, ſaid 
one of their Officers, ſpeaking of Mariborough and Eu- 


gene, What can withſtand the rapid Force of thoſe two 


* famous Heroes? If an Army of 100,000 Men of the beft 


Troops, poſted between two Woods trebly intrench d, 


and performing their Duty as well as brave Men could 
« poſſibly. do, were not able to ſtop them one Day, will 


not you own with me, that they ſurpaſs all the Heroes 


* of former Ages? | 


The Duke, after putting a Contempt on ſome merce- 


nary Offers made to him by the French and Spaniſh Mi- 
niſters, relating to a Treaty, returned to England, where 
he had a Sixth Time the Thanks of the Commons; and 
the Lord Chancellour, in Name of the Lords, addreſs d 
him again in a florid Speech. It was in this Vear thar 
the Czar of Muſcovy ſent a Captain of his Guards Ex- 
preſs to the Duke, to acquaint him of his Victory ar 
Pultowa; and that his Grace was appointed Lord-Lieu- 
renant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of Oxfordſhire. — 
In 1710, his Grace took the Field fix Weeks ſooner 
than the French, and reduced the ſtrong Towns of Dow, 
Bethune, St. Venant, and Aire, the firſt of which, a Place 
of ſuch Conſequence, that the French in all their Nego- 
ciations excepted it out of the Number of Towns propo- 
ſed ro be given as an Equivalent. 5 


Mean time, the Duke heard that his Great Friends a- 


Home were out of Favour, and himſelf tradueed by aro- 
biee Libels, and be had Orders zo diſcard fome General 
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Officers for ſpeaking Raſh Words that were taken to be 
too partial in his Favour ; which Orders he obeyed with 
all the Regard imaginable. When he returned from the 
Campaign, he was uſhered into the City by the joy ful Ac- 
clamations of Multitudes of People with lighted Flam- 
beaux; but as he always ſhunned the Careſſes of the Po- 
pulace, he ordered his Coachman to drive to Montague 
Houſe, from whence he went out at a private Door that 
very Night, without any Attendants, to St. James s, 
where he waited upon the Queen, who received him 
with all the ourward Marks of an entire Confidence and 
Satisfaction; and next Morning he receved the Compli- 
ments of the Great Officers of State, and particularly of 
the very Perſon who had the Beſt Share in the new Fa- 
vours of the Court. At the ſame time, the Miſcarriage of 
2 Motion in the Houſe of Lords ro return him Thanks, 
and it not being ſo much as attempred by the few Friends 
he had in the new Houſe of Commons, made the Subjects 
very apprehenfive that he would be no longer continued 
in the Command, and caſt a great Damp upon the Publick 
Credit. Bur his Grace having promiſed rhe High Allies 
not to be provoked by private Injuries to deſert the Com- 
man Cauſe, concerted Meaſures with the New Miniſtry as 
frankly as he had done with the Old, which with his du- 
tiful Surrender of all his Dutcheſs's Places to her offended 
Miſtreſs, was fo acceptable to her Majeſty, that ſhe re- 
newed his Commiſſion, and made a Diſpoſition of rhe 
other Generals to his entire Satisfaction. 
The Campaign of 1711 being pretty far advanced be- 
ſote any thing conſiderable was undertaken by the Con- 
federare Army, the Duke's Enemies at Home, who neg- 
lected no Opportunity to traduce his Conduct, gave out, He 
had no Deſign to do any thing this Campaign, and that he 
was reſolved no Affairs ſnould ſucceed, if he could help 
it, under the new Miniſtry: And both He and his 
DUTCHESS, the BEST of WOMEN, and 
the BEST of WIVES, were publickly miſrepreſen- 
ted under the Characters of Anthony and Fulvia; but all 
the ill Uſage he met with at Home, could not divert 
his great Soul from exerting himſelf for the Common 
Cauſe: For on the 5th and 6th of Auguſt, the Duke, with 
_ admirable Speed and Secrecy, and without Bloodſhed, 
forced the French Lines upon the Senſe, the Schurpe, and 
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rhe Scheld, which Marſhal Villars had boaſted were the 


Duke's Ne plus ultra; and on the 12th of September his 
Grace took the ſtrong Town of Bouchain, (which gave 
him a great Inlet into Old France) and made the Garriſon 
Priſoners of War, tho they were numerous and wanted 
Nothing, in Sight of 100,000 Fighting Men that endea- 
voured to relieve them, and in the Midſt of the Enemy's 
Intrenchments, Lines and Garriſons, that were continu- 
ally on the Watch to ſtrike ſome great Blow. — This 
done, his Grace returned to the Hague, where he was re⸗ 
ceived with the uſual Demonſtrations. of Joy and ' Grari- 
rude by the Stares-General and their Subjects; and a 
Motion was made by the Houſe of Lords, That his Grace 
ought to have the Thanks of the Houſe for the laſt glori- 
ous Campaign, bur it was deferred becauſe his Grace was 
then abroad, and forgot when he came Home ; where, 
inſtead of the Thanks he deſerved in Parliament, he was 
libelled by Facobite and Frenchified Scribblers, accuſed 
by the Commiſſioners of the Publick Accompts, and pro- 
ſecuted by Order of the Houſe of Commons in the Court 
of Exchequer, for the Deduction of ſame Moneys from the 
Contractors who furniſhed, Bread and Bread - Waggons, 
and of the Two and Half per Cent. from the Troops in 
Briti ſu Pay, tho his Grace and his Friends made it fully 
appear to the unprejudiced Part of the World, that he 


had taken no more than what was the General's Per gusſite, 


which was no Injury to the Pablick ; That the 2 of

Mean time his Grace acquieſced under his Diſmiſſion 

with all the Reſignation poſſible, and ſent the Queen a 
very dutiful Letter by one of his Daughters: But the Spi-

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French, who dared not to face him in the Field, took 
Courage in his Abſence, and by Cunning and Treachery | 
recovered the Conqueſts which his Grace had made the 
two laſt Campaigns by his Valour and Experience. 

During this, the Duke was ſo ſcandalouſly treated by 
the Party in anonymous Libels, and otherwiſe, ro the E- 
ternal Diſhonour of the Inglorious Infamous M----ry thar 
ſuffered ir, that he was inclined to retire beyond Sea; 
- and having obrained the Queen's Leave, and conveyed 
moſt of his Real Eſtate to his Sons-in-law, he ſet out for 
. Dover on the 24th of November, where he ſtayed for a 
fair Wind ar the Houſe of his Friend Sir Henry Furneſe, 
and. embarked on the 30th in the North. Britain Packet- 
Boar for Oftend, from whence he travelled ro Antwerp, 
Maeſtricht, and Aix-la-Chapelle, receiving a World of | 
Honour both from the Magiſtrates and Populace of every 
- Town thro' which he paſſed. ; F 

In 1713, her Grace the Dutcheſs ſailed for Oſtend in 
February, met the Duke at Maeſtricht, and after a little 
Stay at Aix-la-Chapelle, his Grace viſited his Principality 
of Mindleheim, and ſeveral Towns in Germany, where he 
had vaſt Honours paid him, particularly the Preſent of a 
Tun of Wine from the Magiſtrates of Francfort ; and There 
he had frequent Interviews with his victorious Brother 
Prince Eugene. 2 

In 1714, on the 29th of July, their Graces the Duke 
and Dutcheſs of Marlborough imbarked at Oſtend, and af- 
ter a very ſtormy Paſſage, arrived on the FIRST of 
AUGUST at Dover, where he was received by the 
Mayor and Jurats of the Town in their Formalities, with 
the univerſal Acclamations of the People, and with the 

Diſcharge of a great Number of Guns from the Platforms. 
His Grace continued there till the 3d, when he proceeded 
to Sirtingburn, accompanied by a great many Gentlemen 
of that County. Next Day his Grace came to Town, 
and, at the Requeſt of ſeveral Noblemen and eminent 
Citizens, conſented to make his Entry much more publick 
than he deſigned, being attended as he paſſed through the 
City to St. Fames's, by a numerous Train of Coaches, 
many of them with Six Horſes, in which were his Noble 
Relations, and others of Quality, and by above 200 Gen- 
rlemen and Citizens on Horſeback. A Company of South-

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ſtreet, marched before his Coach, and having conducted 
him to his Houſe, ſaluted him with a Volley. The Peo- 
ple, as he paſſed, crowded to ſee and welcome his Grace, 
with joyful Acclamations of King GEORG E for Ever; 
which magnificent Entry, however unjuſtly cenſured, and 
falſly aggravated by his Grace's Enemies, was reckoned 
by the King's Friends the leaſt Attonement England 
could make for the Ingratitude and Indignity, with 
which ſome of her unworthy Sons had lately treated the 
greateſt Hero ſhe ever bore. His Grace was complimen- 
red on the Morning after his Arrival, by the Baron, (now 
Count) de Bothmar, by moſt of the Foreign Miniſters, 
and by great Numbers of the Nobility, Gentry, and 
Officers of the Army; and having been that Day at St. 
James s, (where he was ſworn a Privy-Councellour by the 
Lords Juſtices) as he went through the Park ro the Houſe

On the Monday following he went to the Bath, but re- 
turned Time enough to accompany his Majeſty at his

After the Body was ſer down 
in the Chapel, an Anthem was performed with Vocal and 
Inſtrumental Muſic, the Performers being placed on a Scaf- 
fold, hung from Top to Bottom with Mourning, erected for 
that Purpoſe croſs the Chappel at the Entrance. - 
The Anthem being ended, the Body was carried to a Vault 
at the Foot of King Henry the VII's Tomb, the Choir ſinging, : 
Man that is born of 8a Woman, and the three following Senten- 
ces, and continued ſinging them 'till the Body was depoſited 
in the Vault. Then the Lord Biſhop of Rocheſter, Dean of 
Weſtminſter, in his Cope, read, For as mach as it hath pleaſed Al. 
mighty God, &c. Then the Choir ſung, I heard à Voice from 
Heaven, &c. The Service being ended, Garter King of Arms 
proclaimed the Stile of the Deceaſed ; and then his Grace's 


Officers breaking their Staves, delivered the Pieces to Gar- 


zer, who threw them in upon the Coffin. 

During the Proceſſion and till rhe Body was depoſited, the 
Guns of the Tower fired one every Minute. | 

The Detachments of the Horſe Granadiers and of the firſt * 
and third Troops of Horſe Guards having paſſed by the Weſt 
Door of the Abbey, went thro* Tozhil-Street to Buckinghams-' 
Houſe, andentring St. James's Park at the Gate there, marched 
to the Parade and drew up.

by the Lord Forreſter (which cloſed the Proceſſion, } after they 
came to the faid Abbey Door, returned by the Way they 
went, marched into St. James's Park thro' the great Gate at 
the Horſe-Guards, and drew up alſo on the Parade. | 

All the Troops and Artillery being drawn vp on the Parade 
in St. Fames's Park, at a Signal given that the Body was de- 
poſited, fired three Vollies.
